quickly to locate any m em ber or 
veteran for whose special serv­ 
ices governm ental agencies m ight 
have a need.

THE CAHUILLA INDIANS 
PART ONE 
Once upon a time, hundreds of 
years ago, 
a group 
of Indians 
trekked across the great Mojave, 
forced on by belligerent tribes 
but ever w ith the hope of some 
day finding a new peaceful realm. 
They fought their w ay over the 
San B ernardino 
m ountains and 
found them selves on the edge of 
a beautiful sheltered haven, Palm 
Valley. 
Nestled at the very foot 
of tow ering San Jacinto (Kawish- 
w a-w at-acha) was a small, bub­ 
bling, hot w ater spring, encom ­ 
passed by 
a clum p 
of friendly 
palms. 
N earby 
w ere 
canyons 
filled w ith more palms and tra v ­ 
ersed by bountiful stream s. These 
Indians, w eary and tired, knew 
th at they 
had 
at last reached 
th eir goal and im m ediately they 
set to w ork 
establishing 
them ­ 
selves. 
H ere they built a small 
village w hich they called Se-chi 
and 
w hich 
the 
Spanish 
later 
translated to Agua C aliente (Hot 
W ater). 
L ittle did 
they dream 
th a t m any, 
m any 
years 
later 
their little w ater-hole would b e­ 
come the 
fam ed 
city of Palm 
Springs. 
These hardy natives who had 
decided to eke out an existence 
from the vast but forboding Col-

orado D esert w ere the Cahuilla 
Indians 
(the 
w ord 
Cahuilla is 
pronounced Cah-wee-yah, and is 
often 
m isspelled 
Coahuilla 
or 
Coahuila). 
G radually these first 
few increased 
in num bers and 
spread out, until at one tim e they 
w ere one of the ruling tribes of 
Southern California w ith a total 
population of some three thous­ 
and 
Indians! 
So 
diversified 
among them selves did they be­ 
come th at today three distinctive 
dialectic groups are easily recog­ 
nized. One of these, the Pass Ca­ 
huilla, lived in 
San 
Gorgonio 
Pass and included the villages of 
Potrero near Banning and Agua 
C aliente at Palm Springs. 
F u r­ 
th er south 
dw elled 
the D esert 
Cahuilla, who penetrated as far 
south as the Saltón Sea. 
They 
founded th e 
villages 
of Indian 
Wells, Indio, Cabazon, Augustine, 
LaMesa, Torres, M artinez, Alamo, 
and Agua Dulce. The third group 
w as the M ountain Cahuilla, who 
dom inated the San Jacinto and 
Santa Rosa m ountain ranges to 
the west. 
T heir 
villages 
w ere 
Santa Rosa, Ramona, Soboba, San 
Ignacio, San Isidro, and Cahuilla. 


Dug Wells 


The m ain problem confronting 
any anim al or plant w hen it in­ 
vades an arid country is to ob­ 
tain w ater and food. 
To secure 
w ater the low land Cahuilla re ­ 
sorted 
to a 
practice 
unknow n 
elsew here in the U nited States, 
th a t of digging wells. These wells 
(tem a-ka-w o-m al-em ) 
w ere 
big 
pits excavated w ith terraced sides 
to perm it the women to descend 
to the w ater’s edge w ith com par­ 
ative ease, w here the ollas w ere 
filled w ith the precious liquid and 
carried back to the village. Some 
of these w ells w ere several hun­ 
dred feet across. 
The food problem w as various­ 
ly met, depending 
upon w hat 
w as available in the near vicin­ 
ity. 
The low land C ahuilla lived 
alm ost entirely upon the beans of 
the m esquite and screw-bean. 
A 
w ild sage, called chia, w as also 
w idely used w hen in fruit. 
If it 
w as present, the agave (so-called 
mescal) was favored. The M oun­ 
tain Cahuilla 
gathered 
pinyon 
nuts and acorns and subsisted al­ 
m ost entirely upon 
these. 
The 
hunting of deer, m ountain sheep, 
rabbits, and birds w as a common 
practice, bu t 
not 
relied 
upon. 
Form erly, even th e now -extinct 
grizzly bear 
and 
the M exican 
jaguar w ere killed in the San J a ­ 
cinto m ountains. 
H owever, real­ 
ly less than four m onths of the 
y ear required any tru e hoarding 
of food, for the agave and yuccas 
bloom from M arch on, th e chia in 
May, the w ild plum in June, the 
m esquite and elderberry in A u­ 
gust, and the 
pinyon 
and oak 
from Septem ber on into Decem ­ 
ber. 


C onical D w ellings 


Primitive homes before the ad­ 
vent of the Spanish were in all 
probability of the circular type, 
similar to the 
wickiup 
of the 
Apache and simply straight poles 
of 
mesquite 
piled 
together to 
form a hollow cone. 
Then brush 
and mud were plastered up on all 
sides to shut out wind and rain, 
giving the whole structure a su­ 
perficial resemblance to the Na- 
vaho hogan. Later dwellings, un­ 


doubtedly influenced by the in­ 
vading Spanish, w ere m ade rect­ 
angular in outline w ith sloping 
roofs. 
These w ere 
m ade quite 
sturdy, and several of them (call­ 
ed kish) w ere grouped around a 
common patio, w hich in sum mer 
was roofed over w ith loose brush 
to form a 
com fortable 
rem ada 
shade. 
For special 
feasts, huge 
rem adas walled 
on 
three sides 
were constructed by the host vil­ 
lage and later torn down for fire­ 
wood. 
None 
of 
the 
Cahuilla 
houses had windows. 
The only 
other opening besides 
the low 
doorway, which was not equip­ 
ped w ith a tru e 
door but only 
with a 
skin-drape 
to shut out 
some of the 
draught, 
was 
the 
smokehole in th e ceiling. 
U nfor­ 
tunately not all the smoke w ent 
out through this central opening, 
and the house w as usually smoky 
and som ew hat 
blackened 
w ith 
soot. 
The Cahuilla house had little 
furnishing. A skin blanket, m ade 
of rabbit pelts, served as a bed. 
A m etate and m ortar w ith which 
to grind up seeds into flour al­ 
ways lay in one corner. A w ater- 
jar and several baskets of dried 
meat and freshly gathered blos­ 
soms or fruits w as in another. In 
the center stood the crude hearth 
with its blackened cooking-pots. 
Often a baby ham m ock was slung 
from a 
rafter 
overhead. 
Sus­ 
pended 
som ew here 
w ere 
the 
m an’s hunting w eapons; boom er­ 
ang, m esquite bow, cane arrows, 
and perhaps 
a coyote-skin 
bag 
which 
served 
as a quiver. In 
small globular 
baskets, 
hidden 
from view, w ere placed the trin ­ 
kets of the fam ily, such as trad- 
ed-in beads or sacred ow l-feather 
pins, and the utensils of the w o­ 
man, h e r deer-bone aw l for bas­ 
ketry and her tattooing thorn. 
Excelled in Basketry 
Among the 
various crafts of 
the Cahuilla, 
it 
is basketry at 
which they excelled. 
These bas­ 
kets w ere generally m ade of the 
grass-like juncus in narrow tight 
coils. 
Gum o r pitch w as added 
when w ater-proofing w as neces­ 
sary. 
Six m ain types of baskets 
are distinguished: 
(1) a flat bas­ 
ket used with th e seed-beater in 
gathering chia 
and 
other wild 
seeds, (2) a shallow basket used 
to hold food, (3) a deep 
basket 
employed w ith the' carrying net 
and basketry 
cap 
to transport 
burdens, (4) a globular basket for 
household treasures, (5) a basket­ 
ry cap used w ith the net to pro­ 
tect th e forehead from th e cinch- 
rope, and (6) a n openw ork all­ 
purpose basket. 
Designs 
w ere 
originally sim ple and geometric, 
being horizontal in arrangem ent 
on all types except th e globular 
basket, on w hich they w ere v e r­ 
tical. 
The coiling was clockwise, 
from left to right, in all basketry 
except th e globular type again, in 
which it was counter-clockwise! 
Pottery from the Mohave 
The use of 
pottery 
was u n ­ 
doubtedly derived at a very early 
date from the M ohave tribe on 
the Colorado R iver. It is usually 
undecorated and of a reddish col­ 
or. 
F our 
distinct 
form s w ere 
made: (1) a sm all-m outhed olla 
to carry 
w ater, 
(2) 
a 
w ider 
m outhed jar for food, (3) a deep 
cooking pot, and (4) an open bowl 
or dish for food and storage. The 
latter type w as som etim es rein­ 
forced just beneath the rim w ith 
fibres of m esquite. 
A ll Cahuilla 
pottery was 
m ade 
by 
coiling 
ropes of clay one upon the other 
and 
then 
p attin g 
the 
coils 
sm oothly into one piece. For this 
patting, two tools w ere used: a 
paddle and sm ooth 
rock called 
the anvil. 
The anvil 
w as held 
against the w all of the vessel in­ 
side and the clay patted against 
it w ith the paddle on th e outside.

Unusual Interest 


Despite a high wind and driz­ 
zling rain, six

Museum to the upper end of the 
Saltón Sea. 
The first stop was at the Ca- 
huilla “Fish-traps" on the Torres 
Indian Reservation, where the 
various interpretations of the in­ 
teresting rock cavities were dis­ 
cussed by the Museum’s director, 
Lloyd Mason Smith. 
Some of the aboriginal petro- 
glyphs (drawings scratched on a 
rock) were pointed 
out on the 
travertine-covered boulders near 
by. 
Famed Cactus Garden 
The second stop 
was at John 
Hilton's famed cactus garden and 
mineral shop. 
A large magnetic 
lodestone from the Eagle Moun­ 
tains was of special interest, as 
was the famed 
Elephant 
Tree, 
which Hilton 
has 
succeeded in 
transplanting from Martinez Can­ 
yon to his yard. 
The fruit and 
seeds of this tree, which bleeds 
red when wounded, were shown 
the group. Cactus graftings next 
held the party’s attention. 
The third stop for lunch was at 
Travertine Rock, where an op­ 
portunity to examine the curious 
coral-like encrustations of trav­ 
ertine at close hand was afforded. 
More petroglyphs 
made by In­ 
dians hundreds of years ago were 
clearly distinguished. A magnifi­ 
cent view of the Saltón Sea, its 
surface a mass of white-caps from 
the strong wind, 
was obtained 
from the point. Returning home, 
no less than three rainbows were 
seen to the northeast, one of them 
unusually low.

California Quail Championship 


for Hunting Dogs Will Be Held 


Near P. S., Saturday and Sunday 


Henry Chamberlain, Southern California member of the Califor­ 
nia Quail Championship Association, has written a very interesting 
article for this newspaper regarding the California Field Trials for 
Pointers and Setters to be held on the desert between Banning and 
Cabazon tomorrow (Saturday) and Sunday. February 15-16. The 
story was written for the benefit of the laymen, unfamiliar with 
field trials, who plan to witness the interesting events. Following 
is Mr. Chamberlain's article in full: 
Assuming that you plan to wit-‘ 
ness the field trials between Ca­ 
bazon and Banning, about 18 
miles from Palm Springs, we 
believe that you are entitled to a 
short explanation, at least as to 
the highlights of field trials. 
First, let us say that in order 
to see all the performances to 
the best advantage you will prob­ 
ably find it necessary to select 
a mount and follow the judges as 
closely as possible. Incidentally, 
please bear in mind that th e 
mounted gallery must stay to­ 
gether and take, in good spirit, 
any instructions from the field 
marshal or the assistant field 
marshal. This is important due 
to the fact that the men who are 
working their dogs are under a 
severe strain, have paid a cash 
fee to enter, and the slightest in­ 
terference with the dogs that are 
‘ down” in competition is a very 
:erious matter to all concerned— 
owners, handlers, judges and gal­ 
lery. 
Two Championships 
Field trials are held from time 
to time throughout the United 
States, and for that matter, 
throughout the world. The type 
of trials run in the United States 
are somewhat different from 
those of Europe. The type of 
terrain and the kind of game 
that is being worked is responsi­ 
ble too, for some differences even 
in the types of trials run in dif­ 
ferent sections of the 
United 
States. 
Field trials in the United States 
grew out of arguments between 
owners as to who had the best 
dog. The men around the old 
stove at the country store, each 
of whom believed he had the best 
dog, would agree to select some 
unbiased individual to act as 
judge, and then show their dogs 
under competition. The same 
condition arose at hunting lodges, 
and before the fireplaces of 
plantation homes. It grew to a 
point where there were even cer­ 
tain strains of dogs in competi­ 
tion. The owners of these strains 


field trial game, and some 25 or 
30 trials are held in this state 
every year. Two championships 
are now run in California, one 
on pheasants in Northern Cali­ 
fornia under the direction of a 
fine group of sportsmen known 
as the Sacramento Bird Dog Club, 
and the Banning event which will 
be held in Southern California un­ 
der the management of the Cali­ 
fornia Quail Championship As­ 
sociation. The first named trial 
carries with it the title of “Cali­ 
fornia Pheasant Champion" and 
the local event the title of “Cali­ 
fornia Quail Champion.” 
Dogs Run in Braces 
These trials are patterned as 
nearly as possible (terrain and 
type of birds considered) along 
the lines of the national trials 
at Grand Junction. We will not 
go into technical detail in this 
outline, and suggest that if you 
are interested in details you con­ 
tact some owner or handler, ride 
with him, and if possible learn 
from him some of the finer points 
involved. In this connection, bear 
in mind that if his dog happens 
to be “down,” or he seems at all 
preoccupied, don’t bother him as 
he may be very vitally interest­ 
ed in the brace running at the 
moment, and not at all socially 
inclined. Otherwise, we are sure 
you will find him a friendly fel­ 
low and only too glad to explain 
matters to you. 
To cover just a few of the 
highlights, we give you the fol­ 
lowing: The dogs are run in 
braces, or pairs. The brace cards 
are drawn from a hat and the 
dogs braced accordingly and run 
for a certain length of time. This 
length of time is set by the judges 
and varies in each stake—the 
Open-All-Age, the Derby for 
young dogs, or the championship 
which is run last—according te 
the amount of time considered 
necessary by the judges to de­ 
termine the comparative quali­ 
ties of the dogs—whether one of 
the dogs, or both, is outstanding, 
, ,, , , 
and performs in a manner worthy 
,wer?,.n_°t 
I of consideration. 
Keen Competition 
handling, and hired professional 
trainers to work their dogs and 
show them in competition. These 
competitions grew in scope until 
at the present time there a r e 
several thousand field trials held 
in different sections of the Unit­ 
ed States every year. The All- 
America trials, embracing th e 
United States and other Amer­ 
ican countries, are held on the 
Canadian prairies. The outstand­ 
ing trial of the United States, and 
the one offering the title “Na­ 
tional Champion” is held yearly 
on the Ames plantation n e a r 
Grand Junction, Tennessee. Cali­ 
fornia has, in the last few years, 
become quite prominent in the

Upon the instruction of th e 
judges the dogs are "cast o ff’ or 
turned loose, and from that mo­ 
ment, until the judges instruct 
the handler to take up his dog, 
these dogs are in competition not 
only with their immediate brace 
mate, but with all the dogs that 
have been run, or are to be run, 
in that stake. If you have ever 
hunted over dogs of any type, or 
are a natural lover of any type 
of dogs, you will very quickly 
see the difference in the manner 
of going of the different entries, 
and some of the other important 
points which the judges 
a re 
watching and considering very 
carefully. They give credit to a 
dog for the manner in which he 
carries himself, his general style, 
his ability to adapt his range to 
the cover, do his own hunting 
and not “trail” his brace mate, 
his indications that he is hunting 
to the gun, or in other words, un­ 
der the control of his handler, 
the distance at which he picks 
up the scent of the bird or birds, 
staunchness and style on point 
when he has located the birds, 
and his general manner when the 
birds are flushed and the shot 
fired. 
One of the first questions often 
asked at field trials, particularly 


by those who have had some ex­ 
perience in hunting over dogs, 
is "Why don’t they insist upon 
the dog demonstrating his abil­ 
ity to retrieve?” 
Trained Retrievers 
While 
good 
retrieving 
of 
course is an important part of a 
finished bird dog, it is not insist­ 
ed upon at field trials for the 
following reasons: First, due to 
the fact that the trials are usual­ 
ly held out of season, and that 
conservation is one of the fund­ 
amental bases of the develop­ 
ment of bird dogs, it is thought 
unsportsmanlike to kill 
birds 
over dogs during trials. Second, 
the art and ability to retrieve is 
one of the simplest things to 
teach a dog. Some dogs have this 
retrieving desire and are allow­ 
ed to retrieve naturally, others 
are 
trained force retrieving 
which is a little more complicat­ 
ed, and in the belief of many, 
much more satisfactory. In any 
event, we are sure that any of 
the dogs which you will see per­ 
form at the trials either are al­ 
ready finished retrievers, or can 
be taught to retrieve very easily. 
The judges are much more in­ 
terested in their inherent quali­ 
ties and developed training along 
other lines. 
If you follow the braces horse­ 
back, you may have an oppor­ 
tunity to see one of the fine and 
very spectacular demonstrations 
of inherited qualities in a high 
class bird dog. We refer to the 
quality that a class dog has of 
honoring or backing his brace 
mate’s point. For example, one 
dog locates birds and is on point; 
his brace mate without winding 
the birds, but seeing the first 
dog 
on 
point, 
immediately 
freezes and honors the point of 
his mate as much as to say “all 
right, old fellow, you have found 
them and I will stand staunch in 
the background as it is your 
privilege to handle your o w n 
finds." Some judges even insist 
on a dog demonstrating his in­ 
clination or ability to back or 
honor before declaring him 
a 
champion, and if he does not 
have a normal opportunity to 
demonstrate this during his heat 
in a championship stake, t h e y 
sometimes put a dependable dog 
on point, introduce the contend 
er in the general neighborhood 
of the pointing dog, and observe 
whether he has this inherited 
sportsmanlike quality to back or 
honor his brace mate. 
A Fine Sport 
We give the above as only a 
very sketchy outline as we have 
seen intelligent people come to 
trials, stay a full day and go 
away somewhat confused as to 
what was going on. We are anx 
ious to increase the interest in 
bird dogs as we consider it a very 
fine sport and if, while watching 
these trials, you become interest­ 
ed to the extent of wanting to 
develop a bird dog, we would 
suggest that you contact any of 
the professional handlers or, for 
that matter, any owner or in­ 
dividual, the behavior of whose 
entry you particularly like, and 
ask their advice on how to get 
into the game. 
Neither the Chamber of Com­ 
merce or the Championship As­ 
sociation expect to derive a profit 
from these trials, but if they can 
increase the interest in high class 
bird dogs, and give pleasure to 
the gallery and at least some de­ 
gree of satisfaction for fair judg­ 
ing to the long-suffering a n d 
sportsmanlike owners and hand­ 
lers, they have accomplished 
their purpose. 
Yours for conservation, good 
sportsmanship, and a few thrills.

ficient, he said. 
“The council-manager form is 
the finest type 
of city govern­ 
ment known in the world”, as­ 
serted Thompson. 
“It combines 
democracy with efficiency”. The 
city manager form has now been 
adopted by over 500 cities in the 
United States, and four or five 
new cities are added to the list 
each year. 
It is efficient 
because of the 
fixed 
responsibility, 
Thompson 
asserted. 
The city 
council ap­ 
points the manager 
to run the 
business of the city, and he alone 
is responsible for everything. The 
manager is anxious to appoint ef­ 
ficient help and to run the busi­ 
ness of the city to the very best 
of his ability because he knows 
the people will hold him alone 
responsible for errors in adm in­ 
istration. 
Explains Workings 
The 
council-manager 
form 
works as follows, explained the 
Lions speaker: The people of the 
community elect the city council 
and the mayor—thus it is demo­ 
cratic. 
The council 
enacts the 
laws and makes all important de­ 
cisions; it is the legislative body 
for the city. 
The council appoints the city 
manager. 
The manager 
carries 
out the instructions of the council 
and actually runs the business of 
the city. 
He is 
the 
executive 
branch of the city government. 
Thus, although decidedly demo­ 
cratic, the council-manager sys­ 
tem has the efficiency of central­ 
ization, the speaker pointed out. 
It centralizes authority 
and re­ 
sponsibility in one man, subject 
to the city council, which in turn 
is elected by the people. 
In the city of Berkeley the tax 
rate was reduced from $1.56 to 
$1.36 in ten years under the coun­ 
cil-manager government, he said. 


Proves Efficient 
The council-manager plan has 
proved efficient and economical. 
It operates like American busi­ 
ness and proves democracy can be 
efficient. If adopted, it pays the 
city great dividends in the long 
run, he asserted. 
According .to the speaker, there 
are two ways of establishing the 
plan in the city; either by a char­ 
ter amendment voted on by the 
people or by the adoption of an 
ordinance by the city council. 
Before concluding his talk, Mr. 
Thompson took 
time to highly 
praise Chief of Police Norman H. 
Harstad. He explained that Har- 
stad was a police official under 
him in Berkeley, 
and 
asserted 
Palm Springs was heading in the 
right direction 
in appointing a 
man of Harstad’s high calibre to 
the office of chief of police. 
Thompson was 
introduced to 
the Lions Club by Mayor Philip 
L. Boyd, chairman of the day.

Many Attractions 


The Oasis has always been 
noteworthy for its restful, quiet 
atmosphere, 
delightful 
cuisine 
and 
excellent 
accommodations. 
Now it has added a 
somewhat 
more sprightly sports flavor to 
its attributes. 
And while the sports facilities 
are 
unquestionably 
attractive, 
probably even more 
important 
are the two big guest cottages. 
They were designed by Architect 
John Porter Clark along the lines 
of the historic old Adobe, which 
is part of The Oasis.

And each 
cottage is so arranged that all 
eight rooms can be thrown to­ 
gether to form one cottage 
or 
there can be eight separate and 
distinct rooms. 
E. F. Martell was the general 
contractor for the new buildings. 
Both cottages are comfortably 
and most attractively furnished 
and decorated, the well known 
concern of Green and Hinkle of 
Los Angeles handling this part of 
the work. 
As for the new swimming pool, 
it is twenty-five by sixty feet in 
size, of the distinctive "blu-tur- 
quoise” type made popular by 
the Paddock Engineering 
Com­ 
pany of Los Angeles, which in­ 
stalled it and so many others re­ 
cently in Palm Springs. The pool 
has its own heating, filtering and 
chlorinating system and is really 
a thing of beauty.

Near it are other new sports 
facilities including shuffle board, 
sun-bathing nooks and other at­ 
tractions.

Reduction in Gas 


Rates Is Announced 


Made public 
this 
week 
by | 
President Carl C. Baker of the 
California Railroad 
Commission 
are lower rates for customers of 
the 
Southern 
California 
Gas 
Company in Palm Springs. This 
comes under the $500,000 annual 
reduction recently ordered by the 
Commission. 
Following is President Baker's 
announcement: 


“Substantial 
reductions 
have 
been made in the regular domes­ 
tic gas schedules. The new sched­ 
ules eliminate the so-called ‘com­ 
bination use’ rates, by bringing 
the charges to 
regular domestic 
customers to the level previously 
enjoyed only by those who quali­ 
fied under the ‘two-use’ schedule. 
The reductions begin with those 
customers using not less than 600 
feet of gas a month. The maxi­ 
mum reduction, 15.6 per cent, is 
made in the bills of those custom­ 
ers using 
10,000 
cubic feet a 
month. 


“Under the 
former schedule 
1000 cubic feet of gas per month 
cost the customer $1.85; the new 
bill will be for $1.73. The percent 
reduction 
increases 
with 
the 
amount of gas used. Users of as 
much as 10,000 
cubic feet per 
month will be able to save $2.02.”

Adequate Facilities 


The reports of adequate power 
facilities to meet all demands as 
far in the future as the end of 
1943 would seem to justify the 
opposition that is developing in 
all parts of the country against 
the Washington proposal for the 
federal government 
to 
achieve 
the development of a series of 
regional authorities similar to the 
T.V.A. throughout the 
country 
acquiring the potential power ba­ 
sins one at a time. 


In the light of the evident abil­ 
ity of private power companies 
and the established government 
agencies to increase 
facililities 
ahead of national defense a n d 
private industrial demands, 
it 
would seem unwise at this time, 
when the country is faced with 
the necessity of heavy outlays 
for national defense, to divert 
capital, 
manpower, engineering 
talent, construction and m anu­ 
facturing equipment, to projects 
undertaken ostensibly for nation­ 
al defense that cannot afford ef­ 
fective means of meeting present 
national defense requirements.

Prof. Cockerell 
Concludes Series 
of Fine Lectures 


The last of a series of two in­ 
formal talks was delivered by 
Prof. T. D. A. Cockerell, visiting 
entomologist of the University of 
Colorado, many years professor 
emeritus of that institution. Prof. 
Cockerell's topic was desert in­ 
sects, to illustrate which he 
showed several unusual reels of 
movies. 
One showed the curious Sphex 
wasp which is probably the first 
animal ever to use a tool. This 
wasp, after storing a paralyzed 
caterpillar in a hole and laying a 
single egg in it, covers the open­ 
ing with dirt to disguise its lo­ 
cality. To make this effacing 
complete, the wasp picks up a 
pebble and actually tamps the 
whole surface down, using the 
pebbel as a tool! 
Other pictures showed wasps 
carrying grasshoppers into holes 
and the difficulty involved when 
one tried to pull a grasshopper 
in sideways. The peculiar loco­ 
motion of the sidewinder and the 
ease with which the Gila monster 
can crawl up cacti was also 
shown. 
Lauds Desert Museum 
In speaking of the Desert Mu­ 
seum, which sponsored the talks, 
Prof. Cockerell said, "To my 
knowledge there is nowhere else 
in the world a museum devoted 
entirely to the desert. Here at 
Palm Springs you have the op­ 
portunity to build up a fine insti­ 
tution which will attract scien­ 
tists and visitors alike from all 
over the world.
